hearing that they had forc'd their Way into 
Perpignan, tho oppo sd by the Inhabitants, 
Ju order d him to encloſe them. Mon ſſe ur 


de Para polted his Foot in a Wood, left the 


| HAiguelets. behind a Hill and march'd with 
the Dragoons through a Defilee, into the 


Plain of Pempignan. The Rebels who were 
drawn out into the Plain, ſeeing the Dra- 
goons advance towards them divided them- 
lelves, one Party marching into the Plain, 
and the other making to the Wood for ſhel- 
ter. The firſt was cut in pieces by the Dra- 
goons; the latter having receiv d the Fire 


ol thoſe in the Wood, which kill'd three of 


them, got to a Hill by the Wood, but the 
Migwelets being nimbler than they, were 
beforchand, and made a terrible Slaughter 
of them with their Bayonets, and the Butt- 
ends of their Muskets. 400 of the Camiſards 
were here kill d upon the ſpot, beſides the 


. wounded and Priſaners. Mott of them that 
fled were knock d in the Head, or taken 1 
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the Peaſants, of whom four were hang'd at 


Ganges, and one broke upon the Wheel. 


That Town was alſo puniſh d by Quartering 


Dragoons there at Diſcretion. 


This loſs nothing abated the Fury of the 


Camiſards, whole Parties ſpar d none that 
fell into their Hands. The Sieur de Arbou- 


ville, Major of the Fort of S. Hippolyte, go- 


ing out with a Guard of 100 Men, tell into 
an Ambuſh of theirs, and only eſcap'd him- 
ſelf with two or three more. The Sieur de 


Tarnaut, Colonel of Foot, going with 100 
Men from Uſez to Wert, was ſet upon b7 
another Party, and tho about 40 of his Sol- 


diers, who were new rais'd for ſook him, yet 
he encourag'd the reſt, and they retir d (till 
facing the Euemy, till they came to the 
River Gardon, which he paſs'd in fafety, the 
Cami ſards not daring to perſue him. It 
would be end leſs to mention all the Mur- 
ders, Burnings and Robberies committed by 
theſe People, and the inconſiderable Actions 


that paſs d between them and the Kings Par- 


ty, beſides that the Repetition of ſo many 
particulars, altogether alike in Circumſtances 


would but tire the Reader, wherefore we 


ſhall be obliged to paſs over the moſt incon- 

fiderable, and only deliver ſuch things as 

are of ſome Note.

400 of 
them, of which number between 30 and 40 
ere mounted on Horſes or Mules, croſſing 
the, River Yidoarle divided themſelves into 
Wt hrce Bodies. One of them plunder'd and 
burnt the Caftle Church and Houſes of 
F. Ceriez, and Maſſacred 11 Perſons. Anc- 
her enter d Sat rargues, where there were 
about 60 Cathol:ck Families, crying, Kill, 
Kill, Blood, Fire, Slaughter, and accord - 
ingly Butcher d 71 Perſons, viz. 30 Chil- 
dren,. 15 Men and 37 Women, 6 of which 
being with Child, had. their Bellies ripp'd 
open, and their Breaſts cut off with Hatchets. 
This done, they fir d the Village on all ſides, 
except the Church, which the Prior with 5 
of the Pariſhioners defend:d ſo well that 
they ſav'd themſelves and it. The Biſhop 
of Montpellier took care to reheve ſuch of 
he Inhabitants of the aforeſaid Villages as 
had eſcap'd giving a conſiderable Sum of 
ony, to ſet an example, and ordering fome 
zealous Ghurchmen to beg for them. The 
Clergy imitated their Prelate, abundance of 
Charitable People did the like, inſomuch, 
that a poor Servant hg being ask d: and

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having nothing elſe, gave a Gold Ring fhe 
wore on her Finger. However this diſmal 


SpeRacle truck ſuch Terror into the Peaſants 
that many of them ſent their Wives and 
Children to Montpellier for Safety. 

After this inhuman Action, the ſame 
Gang burnt 5 Churches and one Man in one 
of them, as alſo the two entire Villages 
of Beauvoi in and Generac, beſides two Farm 
Houſes, in which they kill'd ten or twelve 
Catholicks. Twenty of them parting from 


the reſt, went to vifit Monſieur de Caſtellane, 
a Knight of Malta, who entertain d them 


handſomly, upon promiſe that they would 
do him no harm, and having Eaten and 
Drank they went away, but ſoon return'd,

the High Court of Juitice at Niſmes, 
- caus'd two notable Criminals to be exe- 
cuted, according to due Courſe of Law, 
which it always ſtrictly obſerves. Lene 
Fonquet, of about 28 Years of Age, was con- 
demn'd to be broke upon the Wheel, being 
a noted Rebel, Brigadier to Cavalier's Troops, 
| and convicted of the moſt barbarous Cruel- 
ties. At the ſame time Sentence was pro- 
nouic'd againſt Great Mary, before men- 
tioned, about 30 Vears of Age, who under 
the falſe Name of the P:opheteſs of Laſſan, 
had been the Death of abundance of inno- 
cent Perſons by her deceitful Revelations ; 
and by making of Gatherings had procur'd 
conſiderable Supplies of Money and Proviſi- 
ons, for the ſupport of Cavalier's Men,among 
whom ſhe kept continually. | 
Theſe two Examples did not diſarm the 
Rebels; but rather, as it is their Nature » 


* 
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be hardned, they were ſo far provok d, that 
a Party of them murder'd 22 Perſons going 
to Market to Uſez. Ner did they ſtop there, 
but ſet Fire to a Farm near Niſmes, and cut 
the Throat of a Farmer almolt 2t the City 
Gates. The report of theſe Inhumanities 
committed by the Camiſards, againſt the Ca- 
tholicks, in ſhedding their Blood and de- 
ſtroying their Eſtates, increas d the number 
of the Cadets of the Croſs to 4 or 600, and 
oblig'd them to appear formidable in their 
turn, by putting to Fire and Sword all that 
belong d to the Hagonots. They burnt two 
Farms belonging to the Sieur Tournon, a new 
Convert of Niſmes, after plundering them, 
and driving away three Flocks of Sheep. 
They fet fire to feveral others. They ſtoppd 
all Travellers on the Road, to know whe- 
ther they were Catholicks; obliging then 
to repeat in Latin, the Lords Prayer, the 
Angelica! Salutation, the Creed and general 
Confeſſion; all that could not recite them 
were put to the Sword. They ſought for 
the Camiſards in the Woods and other Places, 
and in ſhort, they rais'd the fainting Hearts 
of the Catholicks, and provided that they 
might travel about their Affairs with more 
Safety. HY; Hy» | | 
This was the reaſon why thoſe in Autho- 
rity tolerated them, but the Mare ſchal de 
Adontrevel coming from Son:mleres to Niſmes,

Two Hours after this Proclamation made, 
the Mareſchal took 200 Swiſs, provided with 
Pickaxes and Shovels, and guarded by 200 
Marines, and began the Work by demoliſh- 
ing the Walls on the Road to Mintpellier. 
He aſſiſted there in Perſon, and the ſame 
Mcthod was obſerv'd in beginning to demo- 
liſh along the other High-ways. The Coun- 
try not. being cultivated, the Mareſchal 
thought fit to have the Workmen guarded 
by 200 Soldiers, and to remove them regu- 
larly from one place to another. He order d 
that the Catholicks and Hugonois ſhould be 
equally employ d, becauſe the former would 
not mix with the latter. Several Accidents 

at this time oblig'd the Intendant to repair.

The 
Vice-Legate of Avignon receiv'd him on the 
Bank of the River with Trumpets ſounding,

Horſe, The Mareſchal ſet out after Dinner 

for Beaucaire, where the Intendant, with 
abundance of Gentry of that Town, of Ta- 
raſcon, and of Arler, expected him on the 
Key.

That ſame Night at 11 of the Clock, an 
Expreſs came to Niſmes, who brought the 
Mare ſehal de Villars a Letter from Mon ſieur 
de la Lande, wherein that General gave him 
an account of two ſucceſsful Expeditions he 
had undertaken.

Mon ſieur de la Lande, Lieutenant General, 
and Mon ſieur de Sandricourt, the Governour. 
Cavalier caſt himſelf at the Mareſchal's Feet, 
and deliver d his Arms, which he return'd. 
The Gardin was beſet with Dragoons, that 
none might come near; and the Fryers were 
order d to keep in their Monaſtery. | 

Whilſt they conferr'd together, Car ina 
went to refreſh himſelf at the Sign of the 
Golden Cup, and being noted by h 
and frightful Mien, his Bold neſs an 
parallell'd Cruelties he had committed, a vaſt 
Crowd follow d him.

The next day thoſe 
in Authority ſent ſome Carts loaded with 
Oats, Meal, and other Proviſions to Calviſ- 
ſon, for the Camiſards, who were all to re- 
pair thither with their Arms in a few Days, 
the Regiment of Charolois marching out to 
make room for them. In the mean while, 
Cavalier, attended by 60 Horſe, went into 
the Sevennes to ſeek out all the fcatter'd Par- 
ties of his Troops, and exhort them to ſub- 
mit themſelves. He gather'd 450 Men and 
lay with thein at Ledignan, whither all the 
Peaſants of the Neighbouring Villages reſort- 
ing, they pray'd, preach'd. and ſang Plalms.

him. Cavalier would have fought him, but 
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they were parted, and the Prophets and 
Propheteſſes made fo much Noiſe that the 
Quarrel came to nothing.

while the Sieur Vinciel, who deliver'd out to 


the Cami ſar ds their Daily allowance, and 


the Sieur Capon ſent by the Mareſchal to keep

In a Farm where a Meeting was he took the Ca 
Farmer, his Daughter and his Nephew, and tu 
ſent them to the Tower of Creſt. The fame ke 
hie did at Livron and all other Places, where in 
the Conſpirators met with their Preachers; G 
and to-quench all the ſparks. of the Fire tc 
they were about to kindle, he caus'd a Ba- 1 I. 
tallion of Foot to come to Creſt, making i tt! 
uſe of them to ſecure all ſuſpected Perfons, t 
many of which were of Livron, of Lauriol, 

of the Foreſt of Sout, and of other Places. Nor N 
did he ſpare one of his own Guards, who 3 
was found Guilty, but had him put into ; 
Priſon and brought to his Tryal ; by which 
vigorous proceedings he ſuppreſꝰd the grow- 
ing Evil. | 

The News of this Succeſs which had diſ- 

appointed all the Motions, and Efforts of 
the Enemies of France, much abated the 
For of the obſtinate Camiſards. They, 
WI jd ſorrow, plainly perceiv'd how hard it 
was for them to ſubſiſt, all their ſupports 

failing 
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failing, and their Projects being diſappcint- 


ed. To conclude, the Poitevin Officer, who 
had been taken by the Chevalier de Roanez, 
as was ſaid above, before his Execution de- 
clar'd, That the Abbe de Guiſcard, Brother 
to the Count de Gaiſcard, one of the King's 
Generals, after leading a Lewd D:bauch'ds - 
Life, and leaving a conſiderable Church. 

Revcnue he enjoy d, had been fo baſe as to 
take up with the Hugonot Refugees that had 

fled the Kingdom, and accepted of the Com- 
mand of the Suc ours that were to joyn the 
Camiſards, but that he had the good For- 


tune to eſcape; when the Tartans were ta- 


ken. One Martin, before mention'd, be- 


ing under the ſame Circumſtances, at the 


Gallows confeſs d, that the Succours deſign'd 
to reinforce the Rebels were to have been 
Landed at the Port of Aygues-Mories, and 


then to ſlip into the Wood of Pinede there 


to diſtribute the Arms that were brought. 


The continual Motion of the Kings Troops 


which never reſted in a Place, was a great 


Terror to the Rebels, whom they often mer 


with, kill'd many and depriy'd them of all 
Proviſions, Many of them in this extremity, 
reflecting on his Majeſty's Mercy, and the 
Kindneſs the Mare ſchal de Villars ſhow'd to 


thoſe who ſincerely implor'd it, came in and 


ſubmitted themſelves. The Pardon granted 
to them, did not obſtru the inceſſant prets. - 
ſing and driving of ſuch as continn'd in Re- 
bellion. Yet all theſe Motions could not 
Prevent Joinys Excurſions, who with hig 
; $ : ce Tree, 
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Troops carry'd off a Flock of 300 Sheep an 
5 Kine, belonging to the Inhabitants of the 
Borough of Coxcogles,at the Foot of the Moun- 
rain of Lozer-, 
The Batallion poſted at Calviſſou, being in- 
form'd at 2 of the Clock in the Morning, 
dat there were ſome Cami ſard Horſe near 
me, ſent out a Detachinent, which by 
ite extraordinary Diligence, in an Hour and 
a Half came to a by-place, where 12 of the 
Rebels lay faſt afleep, with their tir'd Horſes 
by them. TheSentinel theyhad poſtcd at ſome 
diitance from them, was alſo t: king his Reſt, 


and a Soldier perceiving his Firelock in his 


Arms, ſhet him through the Head. The 
Noi ſe of the Piece wak'd the reſt, bit being 
taken immediately, there was no difficulty in 
killing them all but two, one of which was 
C:tinat who made his Eſcape by cafting him- 
felf into a Ditch, after knocking down a Sol- 
dier, that had wounded him in the Arm with 
his Biyonet. The other was taken alive and 
carry'd to Niſmes. Our Soldiers took 8 Horſes, 
and loſt but one Man. | 


This Surprize and the burning of all the 


Corn on the Mountain of Lezere, by the Mi- 
guclets and Soldiers of the Regiment of Tour- 


non, made the Rebels ſenſible that they were 


to expect no Reſpit, and ſtruck ſuch a Terror 
among them, that abundance ſurrendred 
themſelves, ſometimes ſingly and ſometimes 
in Parties. The more to attract them, the 


Aare ſchal de Villars gave a Rout, Paſſes and 


Guards as far as Geneva, to ſuch as Dong

their Arms. Thoſe who ſtill held out us d 


more Humanity than they had done former- 
ly. Several Perſons going to the Fairs at 
Alais and S. Giles met ſome ſmall Parties, 
who did no harm even to the Catholicks ;

were better than their own, and ſome Ac- 


coutrements. | 
However the Mareſchal de Villars went 


into the upper S:vennes, and made a ftrict 
Search after the Camiſards, many ot whom 
were ki]Fd in ſeveral Places; giving the ne- 
_ ceflary Orders for cutting off all their Pro- 


viſions and deſtroying their Magazines, and 


threatnipg to put to the Sword all the Inh3- 


bitant of Places enclos'd, that gave them the 
leaſt Succour. The Severity ef thete Orders, 
and the Difficulty of avoiding the King's 
Forces made them apprehenſive, that they 
could not ſubſiſt any longer in thoſe Moun- 
tains for want of Food. Hereupon 7oizy, 


| Caſt aned and la Roſe, who kept in that Cou:.- 


try ſince the Rebellion broke out, promis'd 
thoſe Perſons who interpos'd for a Pcace, 
that they would make their Submiſſion with 
their Troops at S. Andre de Yalborgne, The 
Aare f hal de Villars on the day appointed, 
ſent thither the Aid de Major of the Reg'- 


ment of Fimarcon, with 300 Men, to receive 


and conduct them to him. The Detachment 
being come thither, found none but Cæfanet, 
who having ſome Months before reſigu'd his 
Command to bis Licutenaut la Roſe, only 
play'd the part of a Preacher. The Maret- 

chal 
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clhal before whom they carry d him, was not 
a little ſurpriz'd when he ſaw him come a- 

lone, as was a great Throng of People 2 
who waited on the way to ſee his whole 1 » 
Troop and that of Foiny. Nor were they ſe 
leis amaz d to behold his Mien ſo unworthy 
the Curioſity of the Spectators; for he was 
a little Fellow, about 35 years of Age, ill 
ſhap d, his Legs ſhort, thick and bow'd, wry " 
neck'd, his Body clumſy, and his Behaviour t 
verydiſagreeable. He ask d and had leavefrom 
the Mareichal to retire to Geneva. Before 
his Departure he writ to his pretended Wife, 
who was at Montpellier with Madam de S. 
Laurens de Sarret, to acquaint her, that if 
ſhe was willing to follow him, ſhe need on- 
Iy tend him Word, and he would obtain 
Leave for her. . 
Join) ſent 4 or 5 ſhabby Fellows of his 
Gang, to tell the Mareſchal, that he intend- 
ed to lurrender himiclf; but appear'd not. 
La Reſe give out he had the fame Deſign; but 
Ravanel declar'd, that he was reſolv d to dye 
with his Arms in his Hand, Nevertheleſs 
the Mare ſchal de Villars had the Satisfaction 
of ſeeing a conſiderable Party come and caſt

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Alon ſieur d Aygallier of Uſes, being ſuſpect- 
ed ol Infidelity in his Negotiations with the-

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Camiſards, was order d to join theſe People 
with his Mother and whole Family. He was 
ſent to Macon as Cavalier had been, with a 


Promiſe, that his Penſion ſhould be paid, 


provided he did not ſerve againſt France. 
It ſeem'd to be a inatter of much Difficul- 


ty to reduce ſuch ill minded People from 


their Blindneſs, Obſtinacy and Folly, being 
ſupported by above 600 Towns, Boroughs. 
and Villages, the People whereof had fancy d 
that the free Exercife of their Religion might 
at laſt be allow'd them, Theſe Hopes mov d 
the Rebels to revive their old Practiſes at the 
uſual times, and therefore the Troop com- 


manded by Ravanel, conſiſting of 300 Foot | ö 


and 50 Horſe, withdrew into the Woods of | 
S. Benexet, Boucairan, and Domeſſargues, there 
to hold their Mectings, and adminiſter their

tember. The Mare ſchal de Villars being in- 
form'd of it at S. Fean de Gardonenque went 
down to Alais, and on the . night 
drew out two Detachments, the one of the

Jois to beat the aforeſaid Woods ad joining to 
that Place, and drive the Cami ſarde into the 
Plain next Ca/fagnoles. The other of four 

Troops of Dragoons and ſome Swiſs, com 

manded by Mon ſieur Conrtain, a Brigadier, 
with Orders to lye in Ambnſh below Wers, 


*., 
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them were hang'd, and the other three ſent 
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The two Batallions perform'd what was 
enjoin'd thein ſo well on Sunday the 14th of 
the Month in the Morning, that they inveſted 
all the Wood, leaving the ſide next the Plain 
open. The Rebels perceiving that they had 
one way clear, fell into the Ambuſh, where 
they were receiy'd as well as could be expect- 
ed, and hemm'd in between both Parties. 
Mon ſie ur de la Roche, who commanded the 
2d Bata llion of the Regiment of Haincolt, 
meeting Kavanel near Mouſſac, puſh'd him 
vigorouſſy to the River Gardon below Wers, 
where/A1fienr de Courtain attack'd bim with 
theDragoons, ſupported by theFoot,and gave 
him ſuch a Rout, that 140 Rebels remain'd 
on the Field of Bittel. The reſt fled in Bi- | 
order to paſs the River then very low, in or- 
Cer to hide themſelves in the Wood of Bogary, 
and get to the Mountains; but a ſmall Body 
that lay in Garri ſon at Bagars hearing the 

Shot, and not queſtioning but that the Cars- . 
fards; if beaten, would fly to the Woods, lay 
in Ambuſh on the Avenues, and killd about 
20, the reſt being all ſcatter'd. | 

Thus wa: RavaneP's Troop put to the Rout, 
moſt of them being arm'd only with Staves, 
and Bayonets faſtned at the ends, and with 

Iron Prongs. Six of thoſe Miſcreants were 

taken and carry'd to Alais, where three of 
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to the Gallies. We loſt but one Dragoon and 
2 Horſes in this Action, which was very well 
manag'd by Mon ſieur de Courtain; and one 
Dragoon, 4 Swiſs,and 8 Horſes were __

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ed. Catinat being inform'd of this entire De- 
feat of Ravanel, who had the Fortune to eſ- 
ca pe, was eaſily perſwaded that his own Ru- 
in mult be inevitable, foraſmuch as the num- 
ber of Cami ſards, who had deliver'd up their 
Arms at lcveral times, amounted to above 
oo; and there were many of the other Re- 
© beis, who1mploring the King's Mercy, had 
| given ſufficient Security to thoſe in Autho- 
rity, for their good Behaviour from that ; 
time forward. For this reaſon he went and 
deliver'd himſelt up to the Mare ſchal de Vil- | 
lars with 5 of his Followers, who were all 
Petty Commanders, They had a Paſs grant= - 
ed them forthwith, and ſet out together fer 
Jl Geneva. Their Submiſſion drew in 4 or 5 of 
their Companions ; who ranging about Quiſ- 
fac, to which Pariſh they belong'd,ſpy'd the 
Curate walking and ſaying his Office, about 
2 Musket- ſhot from that Place. One of em 
took a Compaſs and came upon him on a 
ſudden, The Prieſt was frighted, but the 
Cami ſard ſettled his Mind, laying his Arms 
at his Feet, and ſaying, He came to deſire he 
would interceed for him and his Compani- 
ons, before thoſe in Authority, to whom they 
were reſolv d to ſurrender themſelves. The 
good Man commended their Deſign, and ad- 
vis'd them to ſubmit themſelves to the Go- 
verno; of S. Hippol ite, who was the next. The 
Cami ſard intreated him to go with them; 
which he endeavour'd to excuſe, for fear of 
falling into the Hands of other Rebels, Who 
were not of their Mind; but that 2 8 
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Companions coming up, proteſted he ſhould 


come to no harm; for in caſe they met any 
other Cami ſards, they would perſwade them 


that they were going to ſhoot him at the 
Gates of S. Hippolite. To conclude, the Cu- 
rate of Qui ſſac, after ſeveral Reflections, and 
recommending himſelf to God, went for his 
Horſe, return d to the Place where they had 
taken up their Arms again, and conducted 


them to Monſieur de la Haye, Gov ernour of 
S. Hippolite, having by the way met other 


Cami ſards, as he had fear d, and thoſe with 
him putting them off as they had contriv d. 
Monſieur Baſville, the Intendant, conſidering 
nevertheleſs, that the King's Enemies might 


ſiend back theſe deſperate Wretches into Lan- 


guedos to raiſe new Commotions, took more 


cCare than ever to have the Banks of the River 


Rboſne guarded, and Monſieur de Fulien us d 
all poſſible Precautions along the Coaſt of the 
Vivarex. : 
There now remain d but three Monſters to 
ſubdue, Foiny, Ravauel, and la Roze, and it 


was endeavour'd to reduce them to Reaſon, 
by the Inter poſition of ſeveral Perſons who - 


knew and were known to them; and at the 


ſame time the King's Forces, by their conti- 


nual motion,preſs'd them on all ſides. Foiny 
manag'd very dexterouſly. Ravanel was in 
a bad condition, and gather'd all the Men 
he could. La Roſe pretended to hearken to 
the Propoſals made to him, till he found an 
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7 9 execute his Villanous Deſign. 
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J 
de Feſquet, Lord of S. Andre de Valborgne, 


that he was willing to ſurrender himſelfand 
deſir d to ſpeak to him firſt in a Place ap- 
pointed. That Gentleman made no difficul- 
ty to repair thither; but /a Roſe moſt perfidi- 
ouſly caus'd him to be aſſaſſinated, which 
was a conſiderable Loſs, for he did the King 
good Service in his Diſtrict. This ill Exam. 

Ple ſet by the treacherous I Roſe, excited one 
Fidel and ſome other Camiſard:, whio rang'd 
about Ganges, to murder 2 Franciſcan Friers, 
whom they found on the Road, going from 
that Town to Montpeliler. They ſpar'd a Ca- 
pucin Lay Brother, who having been queſting 


of Grapes in the Vineyards where they were 
gathering in the Vintage, was diſcourſing 


with thoſe 2 Religious Men, but chargd him 
to reſtore their Horſes to 2 Men they bad hir d | 
them of, who were of their rebellious Party. 
His Safety, as they afterwards ſaid, conſiſt- 
ed in his being neither Prieſt nor Preacher. 
Monſicur de Baſville, the Intendant, being 
provok'd by theſe Villanous Actions, ſent 40 
Camiſards he had in Priſon, to the Gallies, 
under a Guard of Dragoons and Swiſs, and 
publiſh'd 2 ſevere Ordinances in all the Pa- 
riſhes that were any way infected with the 
Rebellion. By the firſt he ſummon d all the 


Rebels to ſurrender themſelves within 3 days 


upon pain of Death, whereſoever they were 
found. By the 2d he warn d the Maires and 
Conſuls to have their Militia's in readineſs, to 
ſupply the Place of the Regular Troops, in 
caſe thei Court ſhould command them 
. away. 


ſubdivided them ſelves in like manner, and 


by that means ſeveral of thoſe W. etches 


were met with. 


About the beginning of October, the che- 


walier de Froulay lighted upon 15 of them, 
who were kill'd and burnt in à Houſe, 
where they had ſhut themſelves up. Some 
Detachments of Monſeur de la Lande dii- 
pers d Foinys Troop, killing a dozen of 
them. That Head cf the Rebels being tir'd 
with ranging about Night and Day, with- 
out being ſafe any where, ſept to deſire 
the Mareichal to admit him to Mercy; who 
conſiderinę, that thoſe mad Men were, after 
all, the King's Subjects, and might pe: haps 
one day return to their Duty, choſe rather 
to ſee them ſubmit and deliver their Arme, 
than quite to deftroy them; for which rea- 
ſon he promis'd Foiny his Pardon; but his 
ſmall Troop was 10 ſcatter'd, that the Meſ- 


ſenger had abundance of Trouble to find 


out. where he was. This Mildneſs of . the 
Mateſchal's prov'a very effectual for re- 
ducing thoſe People, and putting an end 
to the Rebellion, notwithſtanding all the 

flooliſh 


ties; thoſe ſmall Bodies of the King's Troops 
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fooliſh Letters brought from ſeveral Parts, 
aſſuring thoſe ſenſeleſs Wretches, that conſi- 
derable Succonrs would very ſcon come in- 
to Dauphine. In ſhort, Jury ſurrender d 
himſelf to the Mareſchal, with 20 of his 
Followers, and deſir' d he would allow him 
four days to go find his Brother Ia Roe, to 
perſwade him to ſubmit with his Gang. 
Nor was he only ſucceſsful in that Under- 
taking, but gather'd_ all the Firelocks he 
could light; and brought them to that Ge- 
neral. La Roſe came at laſt and deliverd 
himſelf up, bringing along with him above 
50 Men well arm'd. Both of them declard 
that they ſincerely implor'd the King's Mer- 
cy, without any, Defign of endeayouring to 
beta lk d of for the future. 5 
Aſter this, Rawanel had no reaſon to 
bold ont, yet he perſiſted in his Rebellion, 
Jo that the Intendant caus'd Proclamation 
to be made by Sound of Trumpet in all the 
Croſs Streets of Niſmes, Alais and other 
Places, that whoſcever wouſd deliver him 
alive, ſhould receive a Reward of 500 
Crowns, or ic Livres for him dead. No 
doubt but that obſtinate Out- law had heard 
of his Captain Cavalier having made his 
Eſcape to the Enemy; and perhaps he was 
confirm'd in it, becauſe one Fore: who com- 
manded another Party of Camiſards had not 
ſurrendred himſelf. Whatſoever his Mo- 
tives were, thoſe in Authority being in- 
form'd, that the two aforeſaid Miſcreants 


were almoft forſaken by every „ and © 
| that 
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that the King's Troops never ceas'd ſcowring 
the Plain and the Upper Sevennes, to get 
Intelligence of them, were now leſs con- 
cern d about them, than fer the Catholicks, 
who ſeeing the Cami ſards dilarm'd in their 
Houſes, were ſtrongly tempted to cut all 
their Throats; but they were narrowly ob- 
ſery'd, and beſides the Orders given to re- 
ſtrain them, Papers were put up every 
where, declaring, that the Curates and other 
Churchmen that were out of their Pariſhes, 
might ſafely return and exerciſe their Fun- 
ctions. 1 . 

The continual Motion ofthe King's Forces, 
oblig d 14 Foret and ſeveral other Chiefs of 
the Rebels, to bring in their Arms to the 
Mareſchal, implore the King's Mercy, and 
defire to live in their Houſes, without any 
Conditions. Still there remain'd about 4
